The vital statistics for Japan and each prefecture during August 
1947 are summarized in the attached tables. The numbers reported are 
from the monthly schedule report of the Bureau of Public Health, 
Ministry of Welfare. Rates are based upon the: estimated population 
mas of 1 duly 1947. 


Births: There were 240,709 births registered in August compared 
with 230,086 in July. The birth rate per 1,000 population in August 
(36.3) was approximately 5 percent higher than in duly (3407). Tae 
was in conformity with the usual seasonal pattern although the birth 
rate remained relatively higher than in the past. The median monthly — 
rate for Jugust during the 7-year period 1935-1941 was 27.1. The 
birth rate in #ugust 1946 was 27.4. 


Deaths: Deaths dropped from 97,663 in July to 96, 238 in august. 

The death rate declined from 14.7 to 14.5 currently. tn previous ; 
years the death rate rose to a fall peak in 4ugust rather than declin- 
ed. During the 7-year period 1935-1941, for example, the median death 
rate in sugust was 18.3 compared with 17, 4h in July. The current death 
rate (14.5), moreover, was 21 percent less than the median August rate 
m8, 3} from 1935 to 1941, and 24 percent lower than the death rate 
(19.0) in sugust 1946. 


During Jugust 1947, deaths and death rates per 100,000 population 
'for the ten leading causes of death ourrently, except cancer and other 
‘malignant tumors, were: tuberculosis, (12,663)(191.1); diarrhea and 
enteritis, under 2 years of age, (11,923)(180.0); diarrhea and enteritis 
2 years of age and over, (6,340)(95.7)3 intracranial lesions of vascu- 
Jar origin, (6,053)(91.4); senility, (5,128)(77.4); accidental deaths, 
m5 ,090)(76.8); nephritis, (3,323)(50.2); dysentery, (3,247)(49.0); 
‘pneumonia, (2,911)(43.9): and congenital debility, (2, 320)(35.0). The 
ten causes listed here accounted for more than 60 percent of the deaths 
in August. 


Infant Deaths: Infant deaths totalled 15,493 in «ugust compared 
with 16,551 in July. The infant death rate per 1,000 live births in 
August (6404) was 1O percent less than in July (7h, 9). The siugust 
rate remained well belaw the median august rate for the period 1938- 

1942 when it was 82.3 but was somewhat higher than the rate in august 
1946 (60, 4). 


Stillbirths: The. number of stillbirths tin August (10,742) was

‘the unseasonable decrease, the current rate (9.6) was more than 60 me 
‘percent higher than the median rate for iugust from 1932 to 1938 (5. 9 es 
and more than 40 percent higher than the rate (6.8) in «august 1946. |

Divorces: The number of divorces in Jugust (6,668) was slightly 
higher tian in July (6,304). The divorcee rate per 1,000 population, 
however, was 1.0 in both months. The median rate for August 1932-1938 — 
fwas 0.6. In August 1946 the divorce rate (1.4) wes significantly 
higher than currently.
